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$20 Million In Sales Seen 


House Okays 53 Bills 


Substations Closed

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Although 
slowed by two days of debate on two 
major bills, the House this week 
considered more than 50 bills, all of 
them receiving at least tentative 
approval. 
The House was slowed earlier in the 
week by debate on coal slurry pipeline 
and medical malpractice legislation, 
but Thursday gave final approval to 
both proposals with less than 15 
minutes discussion. 
Major legislation receiving ten­ 
tative approval included a proposal to 
lift the sales tax on Texas newspapers 
and magazines, and a plan to limit 
public kindergarten classes to either 
one-half day for a full year or a full 
day for one-half year. 
The coal slurry bill would authorize 
pipeline companies to condemn a 50- 
foot wide strip of land across 600 miles 
of Texas for construction of a coal 
slurry pipeline to transport coal from 
Western states to the Texas Gulf 
Coast to generate electricity. 
R ailroads bitterly opposed the 
proposal, and both sides actively 
lobbied lawmakers throughout the 
day Wednesday in an effort to switch 
votes on the bill. Few votes were 
changed. 
Rep. John Wilson, D-LaGrange, 
said he cast the only negative vote on 
the medical malpractice bill, which 
the Texas Medical Association tried to 
have altered in its favor, because it 
does not solve the problem in Texas. 
Plano Pound 
Visited By 
Pranksters 


The Plano Animal Shelter was the 
victim of a prank Wednesday night.

Final Approval Given 
To Major Legislation 


“Two people were left out of this 
fight — the insurance companies and 
the patients,” Wilson said. “Patients 
are paying for the malpractice and 
insurance companies are making the 
profits. It’s been identified as a 
lawyer-doctor fight, but it really 
isn’t.” 


The House tentatively approved 
legislation which Rep. Tom Massey, 
D-San Angelo, said would save the 


state $38.5 million by limiting public 
kindergarten classes. 
“There is a question as to whether 
your 5-year-olds, and even your 6- 
year-olds, have the stamina to benefit 
from a full day of kindergarten," said 
Massey. “It’s sort of a babysitting 
operation." 
House members amended Massey’s 
bill to give school districts the option 
of 
offering 
full-day, 
full-year 
programs funded by the state. 


Representatives tentatively ap­ 
proved legislation lifting the sales tax 
from Texas newspapers, ignoring 
attempts by some House members to 
retain the tax for magazines. 
Rep. Joe Wyatt, D-Victoria, said the 
legislation would ease financial 
burdens for newspaper carriers who 
make the final sales. 
Reps. Charles Finnell, DHolliday, 
and Fred Head, DAthens, who were 
criticized severely by Texas Monthly 
magazine in past issues, argued to 
make magazines pay the tax, which 
out-of-state publications do not pay. 
“ I’m for freedom of the press,” said 
Head. “ I’m for freedom of the press 
for Texas Monthly to write tacky news 
stories about me if they want to.” 
Minimum Wage Plan 
Enrages Labor, Demos

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Organized 
labor and congressional Democrats 
are outraged by President Carter’s 
proposed minimum wage formula, 
charging the plan would keep millions 
of workers “permanently locked into 
poverty.” 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall told 
a House subcommittee T h u r s d a y 
the administration wanted an im­ 
mediate 20 cent increase, which would 
raise the nation’s minimum wage to 
$2.50 an hour. 
Marshall also outlined a system of 
automatic future increases to bring 
the minimum wage to $2.73 on July I, 
1978, and $2.95 a year later. The 
system was much less generous than 
labor leaders and House Democrats 
were expecting. 
Some Republicans liked the idea, 
but Rep. Phillip Burton, D-Calif., 
spoke for the Democrats when he 
described it as a “completely in­ 
defensible proposal.” 
Labor wants an immediate increase 
to $3, and the House subcommittee 
has been considering a formula to 
increase the minimum to $2.85 an hour 
with subsequent automatic increases 
surpassing $3 next Jan. I. 
“The administration’s proposal is 
sham eful,” 
declared 
AFLCIO 
President George Meany. “This is a 
bitter disappointment to everyone 
who looked to this administration for 
economic justice for the poor.” 
Meany noted the minimum wage 


already has fallen 38 cents an hour 
below the poverty level. He argued the 
President’s suggested formula for 
future increases “would guarantee 
that the nation’s minimum wage 
workers will be permanently locked 
into poverty.” 
The administration acknowledged 
its program would benefit only 4 
million low-wage workers, while the 
House version provides increases for 8 
million. 


Marshall said he had argued for a 
m ore 
generous 
adm inistration 
proposal but was overruled by other 
Carter economists. 
Subcommittee chairman John Dent, 
D-Pa., told Marshall the Democrats 
intend to enact a “more reasonable” 
plan. He said no self-respecting con­ 
gressman could endorse a 20-cent 
hourly increase for lowwage earners 
after just getting a $13,000 yearly 
increase.

FORT WORTH, Tex. (UPI) — Tarrant County Tax Assessor-Collector Hoed 
Stewart Thursday closed about 40 stations that issue license tags because the sub 
agents had been tacking on a service charge to the license fee. 
The State Highway Department had told Stewart to stop his sub-agents from 
collecting fees above those assessed for license tags. Some Tarrant County sub 
agents reportedly were charging as much as $3 extra, while most were charging 
a $1 service fee. 
Measles Run Rampant 


HOUSTON (UPI) — An outbreak of red and German measles that began before 
Christmas now totals more than 380 cases, according to Harris County health 
officials. Red measles can cause mental retardation in complicated cases, and 
German measles can cause fetal defects in pregnant women. 
“We thought the measles epidemic had peaked about the first of March, but 
over the past IO days to two weeks we’ve had a second big wave of cases,” said 
Dr David Williams, chief epidemiologist for the county. 
Improvements Approved 


HOUSTON (UPI) — City Council has given final approval to a $1 billion capital 
improvement proposal for the next two years. 
The largest single item in Mayor Fred Hofheinz’ proposal is $418 million for 
continued expansion and improvement of sewage treatment facilities. The plan 
proposes $163 million for water system improvements and $115 million for street 
and bridge work. 
Hughes Audit Begins 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The Texas Comptroller’s Office has begun an audit of 
the Howard Hughes estate, on which the state wants to collect taxes. Comptroller 
Bob Bullock said he had assigned more than a dozen staff members to the task he 
described as “such a big job ifs almost like creating another division." 
Bullock, Texas Attorney General John Hill and several former Hughes aides 
question the accuracy of a Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith Inc. audit 
made public this month. It indicates Hughes was much less than a billionaire. 
Hill is involved in litigation in three states in an attempt to prove Hughes, who left 
no uncontestable will when he died April 5,1976, was a Texas resident. 
Speeches Scheduled

Tax Exemption Okayed 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The House has given preliminary approval to 
legislation exempting Texas newspapers and over the counter magazine sales 
from sales taxes. 
Rep. Joe Wyatt, D-Victoria, chairman of the Ways and Means Committee and 
sponsor of the bill, said the proposal would ease financial burdens on newspaper 
carriers who make the final sales. 
“ It s unfair for people who purchase Texas magazines and have to pay a sales 
tax, but when they purchase an out of state magazine they don’t have to pay it,” 
Wyatt said. 
The legislation would cost the state about $6.6 million in the next two years. 
Reps. Fred Head, D-Athens, and Charles Finnell, D-Holliday, tried un­ 
successfully to delete the provision exempting Texas magazines from the tax. 
Judges’ Election Asked 


Sen. Walter Mengden, RHouston, has introduced a resolution asking Congress 
to provide for the popular election of federal judges. 
Mengden contends the judges, appointed for life terms, are not responsive to 
the people. 
“ Federal judges are immune from public sentiment and have made some 
incredible, outrageous decisions, such as outlawing prayer in schools and in 
advancing the rights of criminals over law-abiding citizens,” he said. “lf the 
federal judges had to stand for re-election every six years, they would be a lot 
more responsive.”

The City of Plano is close to $130,000 
richer, thanks to the recent deposit of 
a $127,615.20 sales tax rebate check 
which was recently received from the 
State Comptroller’s Office. 
The monthly check to Plano is more 
than half of the rebates paid to all 
cities in Collin County and is almost 
twice as big as the next largest 
check—issued to McKinney in the 
amount of $69,345.11. County wide, 
$234,151.26 was rebated to county 
towns 
Statewide, the Comptroller’s Office 
revealed that sales tax rebates for the 
first quarter of 1977 totaled a record 
$89 5 million, up some 18.5 percent 
from the same three-month period 
last year 
A spokesman for the office said the 
record rebates—which exceeded the 
previous quarterly high (second 
quarter of 1976) by more than $5 
million—were based on record sales 
during the 1976 Christmas season. 
Most retailers file their sales tax 
reports on a quarterly basis, the 
spokesman revealed These reports 
for the Christmas quarter were due on 
Jan. 31 for processing and are now 
reflected in the March allocations. 
“We knew that Christmas sales 
were going to be up, but, frankly, this 
was more than we dared hope for,” 
the spokesman said. “This is a late 
but welcome Christmas gift for city 
treasuries across the state.” 
In terms of retail sales. Plano’s 
check means that Christmas spending 


in this city amounted to more than 
$12.7 million on taxable goods and 
approximately $20 million on all 
goods, including such non-taxables as 
groceries and prescription medicines. 
While Plano’s rebate check cer­ 
tainly isn t the largest in the state— 
nor is it anywhere near being the 
largest—four Collin County towns 
were among the state’s ten com­ 
m unities receiving the sm allest 
rebate checks 
The smallest check sent to any 
incorporated town was mailed to the 
Collin County town of Lowry Crossing, 
population of 120 and located nor­ 
theast of Plano, in the amount of 
$74.19. That check represented a 
three-month accumulation of city 
sales tax funds by the State Comp­ 
troller’s Office, or approximately $25 
a month. 
Branch, sporting a population of 25 
(as of 1974 census figures) and also 
located northeast of Plano, received 
the third smallest check, $121.38, 
being nosed out of second place by the 


community of Bynum in Hill County, 
which received a rebate check of 
$112.67. 
The sixth smallest check, $155.59, 
went to Westminister, population 257, 
and the seventh smallest check, 
$180.42, 
was 
sent 
to 
Weston, 
population 130. 
A total of 20 county towns received 
rebate checks this month and other 
than those already mentioned, the 
cities and amounts received include 
Allen, $6329.25. Anna. $1505.16; Blue

borne diseases in summer. 
Your only hope of a long 
season is to get them in 
early. 
Dear Doc: We want to 
plant flowering kale this 
spring and wondered what 
we should know. 
First, don’t plant them this 
spring. Both flowering kale 
and flowering cabbage need 
cold weather to color. Set out 
now they’ll stay green, then 
bolt quickly to flower. Plant 
in September-October in full 
sun, 15-18 inch planting 
centers, in good garden soil. 
They’re completely hardy to 
our local winters. 
Dear Doc: Last year our 
potatoes were green. What 
can we do to avoid this this 
year? What other potato 
pointers do you have? 
Potatoes turn green when 
they 
grow 
exposed 
to 
sunlight. Mound soil up 
around their stems once the 
shoots have grown six to 
eight inches high. As for 
pointers, be sure to start 
only with certified seed 
potatoes, not the treated 
spuds from the store. Cut 
each potato into sections, 
two to four eyes per piece. 
Allow them to dry a few days 
in the garage prior to 
planting Provide adequate 
drainage and apply high 
phosphate 
fertilizers. 
Harvest new potatoes when 
plants are in bloom. Baking 
potatoes will be ready when 
tops have died down. 
Dear Doc: I’ve had a 
crown of thorns on a south 
windowsill for several years 
now. Every winter it drops 
most all of its leaves. Is this 
natural? It sets it back so 
badly. 
Crown of thorns and most 
other plants of the euphorbia 
family are quite sensitive to 
cold weather. I’d suspect 
your plant chilled. You 
might want to move it 
several inches farther away 
from the glass. Do leave it in 
a bright location, however. 
Dear Doc: We planted a 
silver dollar eucalyptus tree 
several years ago and now it 
looks like it’s died clear back * 
to the ground. Will it come 
back? 
Possibly. This is the most 
cold-hardy eucalyptus, but it 
only survives temperatures 
into the teens. TTiis year 
we’ve beaten that pretty 
soundly, 
so you perhaps 
should find a replacement. 
Dear Doc: Will sawdust 
help a vegetable garden? 
Yes, but it should be 
allowed to decay several 
months in a compost pile. 
Like straw, fresh manure 
and other rapidly decom­ 
posing 
organic 
matter, 
sawdust can rob the soil of 
its available nitrogen and 
retard normal plant growth. 
Dear Doc: What is the wild 
tree we see now with tran­ 
slucent yellow berries? Is it 
some kind of Chinaberry? 
How could it be in a land­ 
scape? 
TTiat’s western soapberry. 
Sapindus drummondii. It’s 
an attractive, durable shade 
with an upright habit and no 
major problems. Well worth 
trying, but tough to find in a 
nursery. 
Dear Doc: We’ve had 
loads of figs the last several 
years, but they’re con­ 
sistently spoiled. Everything 
is apparently fine right up to 
the point when they’re ripe. 
Is there something we could 
spray?

roots 
during dry summer weather. 
Fertilize now, in June and

Water deeply weekly 
during summer, less often in 
cooler 
weather 
Should 
youmr plant show signs of 
iron deficiency (yellowed 
leaves during the growing 
season), spray and treat the 
soil 
with 
copperas 
or 
chelated iron.

painted surfaces 
(stains). 
Dear Doc: Will garlic 
planted around our tomatoes 
really keep the insects 
away? 
Only from the garlic! Bugs 
have legs (and wings) and 
thev’re inventive enough to 
find other routes to the food. 
food Better, thinks Doc, just 
to

your 
plants 
carefully 
as 
needed, 
following label directions 
implicitly 
Dear Doc: How long is 
peat moss good in the soil? 
In other words, 
how often 
must it be added? Which is 
better, the black peat moss 
or brown? 
Like all organic materials, 
peat moss decomposes in the 
soil. In fact, it’s this very 
decomposition that makes 
the soil better. Black, or 
muck, peat has already done 
most of its rotting so it’s 
really not of much help. The 
brown. 
dry 
Canadian 
sphagnum peat moss is far 
preferable 
(and. 
in­ 
terestingly. not any more 
costly cubic foot by cubic 
foot). You’ll need to add 
new Canadian peat every 
year or two to offset that lost 
to decomposition You can 
also supplement it with 
compost. 
Dear Doc: How well will 
smoke trees grow in Texas? 
Pretty well in our part of 
the state They’ll be large 
shrubs 
to 
sm all 
trees, 
flowering in late spring with 
those big “smoky” sprays. 
Interesting plant. 
Dear Doc: Is it strange 
that gardenias on the south 
and east of our house suf­ 
fered moxre this winter than 
two on the north side? 
Nothing odd there Freeze 
damage almost always is 
worse on the south and east, 
because it s there that sun 
first 
hits frozen 
plants 
causing a super-fast thaw. 
Plants on the north thaw 
more gradually and aren’t so 
damaged by “frostbite.” 


Once you discover how 
nice it feels to have plants 
around the house, 
you’ll 
probably 
find 
yourself 
wanting to know what’s 
needed to care for them. 
How you pot and repot your 
plants is of great importance 
since it will affect how your 
plants grow. 
Different 
methods

potting are included in a U.S. 
Dept, of Agriculture booklet, 
“Selecting and Growing 
House Plants.” For your

When the roots of a plant 
fill the container, the plant 
stops growing. To remedy 
the situation and allow new 
growth, you need to repot it 
so it will have more room 
and fresh soil. 
Be sure to use pots that 
have a drainage hole in the 
bottom. Watertight pots are 
difficult to care for properly; 
water tends to collect in the 
bottom and injure the plant’s 
roots. 
Besides a regular con­ 
tainer with a hole in the 
bottom, there are two other 
methods of potting you 
might 
like 
to 
try. 
Subirrigation pots supply 
water to the plant from the 
bottom. They maintain the 
desirable level of moisture 
and lessen your guesswork 
of when to water. 
You can buy containers

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Area Soil Pests Described

Well, ifs that time again. 
Time to start thinking about 
preparing your garden site 
for spring planting. This is 
the time to think 
about 
controlling those soil pests. 
Few 
home 
gardeners 
realize how much damage 
soil insects cause. Poor plant 
stands due to insect damage 
are often attributed to bad 
seed or poor cultural 
practices. 
A 
number of 
different 
insects can be classified as 
soil inhabiting pests which 
cause damage to plants to 
home gardens. Most of these 
pests attack the seed itself or 
the tender shoots soon after 


Early Soil Inspection Suggested 


germination. A few will 
continue to damage plants 
until they are several inches 
high 
The very nature of soil 
pests make their detection 
difficult. 
Homever. 
the 
severity of a soil insect 
problem 
may 
often 
be 
estimated two to four weeks 
prior to planting by soil 
inspection.

most important soil insect 
pests in home gardens. 
Several species are involved 
but all are similar in habits. 
Wireworms 
are 
long, 
cylindrical, golden-brown to 
yellowish and are rather 
hardbodied 
Full 
grown 
larvae may be over one inch

These insects eat seed, cut 
into small shoots, and often 
bore into stems, roots, and 
tubers 
Wireworms attack 
lmany 
plants 
including 
potatoes, 
onions, 
corn, 
carrots, peas, beans, tur­ 
nips, and melons 
White grubs, often called 
grubworms, 
are 
also 
common in the home garden. 
These pests are about one 
inch long when full grown. 
They have a curved or “ C” 
shaped body and are white in 
color with a brown head. 
White grubs feed on roots 
of corn, beans, peas, and 
other vegetable crops. These 
larvae are often collected 
and used as fish bait. 
Soil maggots are larvae of 
small flies. These maggots 
develop in the soil and feed 
on a 
number of plants. 
Damage includes feeding on 
seed and seedlings and 
feeding on or tunneling into 
roots and tubers. 
Some 
of 
the 
species 
causing damage in home 


vegetable gardens include 
the seed com maggot, the 
cabbage maggot, the onion 
maggots, the carrot rust fly 
maggot, and the sugar beet 
root maggot. These pests 
attack and damage many 
root and cole crops such as 
cabbage and broccoli. 
Cutworms come in several 
species which attack the 
vegetable garden. They can 
cause extensive damage to a 
stand of plants. 
Cutworms 
are 
night 
feeders and are seldom seen 
during the day. These pests 
cut off small plants at or 
near the ground level and 
feed on the tender stem. 
Many plants are attacked by 
cutworms, but they are 
especially 
damaging 
to 
tomatoes, pepper, and com. 
Rootworms are small, 
slender, 
whitish 
larvae 
which feed on plant roots or 
bore into and feed on the 
crown of seedlings. They are 
especially damaging to corn 
but

DEAR POLLY — I put two sets of bathroom rugs in 
the dryer and the backs that made them stick to the 
floor came off so now they are too slippery to use I 
would like to know what I can do to make them usable 
again.

DEAR M.C. — Some carpet supply houses sell a liquid 
rubber that can be applied to the backs of rugs with a 
brush or old piece of carpet. Apply liberally but watch 
to be sure it does not penetrate to the top. 
If this is not obtainable, wind three rubber canning jar 
rings together with thread. Apply such a group to each 
corner of a rug and find they form suction cups that will 
help prevent slipping. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Mrs. E M. who washed her jeans with 
glass fiber curtains can soak them overnight in cider (not 
white) vinegar. This can also be put on the skin in case it has 
attracted some of the fibers and it will cut the stinging The 
vinegar odor will soon disappear. — PAT. 
DEAR POLLY — People who live alone and on limited 
budgets find buying garbage bags soon taxes their budgets so I 
save all my bread bags and put in them what garbage I have to 
dispose of during a day. The bag is put in my kitchen garbage 
can and then I put several of these bags in a regular garbage 
bag before collection time.

DEAR POLLY — Even though many of us wear clothes that 
require little or no ironing there are times when they do need a 
bit of touching up with an iron. One day when I need to do a bit 
of this the steam part of my iron did not want to work so I fill­ 
ed an empty man’s cologne bottle with water and used that to 
dampen the places that needed some touch-up ironing I was 
very happy with the results. I used a bottle that has a

Inactivate Viruses 
OTTAWA, Can. (UPI) - 
Studies by two Canadian 
researchers indicate that 
red wine and grape juice 
effectively inactivate some 
harmful viruses. 
Writing in the “Journal of 
Applied and Environmental 
M ic r o b io lo g y ,” 
Jack 
Konowalchuk and Joan I. 
Speirs said wine apparently 
fights 
diseasecausing 
viruses as a result of acidic 
compounds that occur in 
grape skins. 
Viruses produced in the 
laboratory 
for

periments included those 
associated with stomach and 
intestinal disorders, skin and 
membrane blisters 
and 
polio. 
The study did not claim to 
discover 
disease-curing 
properties 
for 
either 
beverage. The experiments 
were conducted only in test 
tubes 
and 
under 
microscopes, 
not 
with 
human subjects.
